1. Novelty and Inventive Step 

Claims 1-2 relate to a special strain, Corynebacterim ammoniagenes CJXSP 0201 (KCOi 
10448) which can rapidly overcome growth-standing phase on early culture and produce 
5'-xanthylic acid; and a method of producing 5*-xanthylic acid characterized by using 
the same microorganism. 

In Dl and D2, a new microorganism, Corynebacterium ammoniagenes , for the production of 
5*-xanthylic acid and a method for producing 5*-xanthylic acid using the same are 
described. 

Compared with the present invention, none of the above-mentioned prior art documents 
disclose the special strain of the present application and the method of producing 5'- 
xanthylic acid using the same microorganism. In addition, the present invention is not 
considered to be easily invented by a person skilled in the art by using the teachings 
of Dl and D2. 

Therefore, the subject matter of claims 1-2 of the present application comply with the 
requirements of novelty and inventive step under PCT Article 33(2) and (3). 



II. Industrial Applicability 

There is no reason for forming a negative opinion about the industrial applicability of 
this invention. Consequently, claims 1-2 appear to meet the requirement of PCT Article
